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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids :  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  frac- 
tional advance  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment 
such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II.  The  buyer :  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if 
any  dispute  arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall 
either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

III.  Identification  and  deposit  by  buyer:  The  name  of  the 
buyer  of  each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and 
when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number, 
amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.

will  be  charged  against  the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage 
occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser. 


In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full 
by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the 
auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation  in  these  conditions

HE  internationally  known  rugs  of  Heinrich 
Jacoby  exhibited  in  their  entirety  in  the  quarto 
volume  Eine  Sammlung  Orientalischer  Teppiche 
(Berlin,  1923),  beside  the  finest  specimens  from 
the  Kaiser-Friedrich  Museum  and  such  collec- 


rary,  the  Damascus  rug  (Jacoby,  PL  31),  are  offered  a  few  of  the  old  bold- 
patterened  animal  and  floral  Koubas,  Ladik,  Ghiordes  and  Kulah  prayer 
rugs,  gold-woven  Polonaise  rugs  of  the  sixteenth  century,  whose  origin  is 
still  argued  back  and  forth,  the  Oushak  or  Hispano-Moresque  fabrics, 
made  for  the  Spanish  market,  and  the  Royal  productions  of  Sehna  and 
Shiraz.  At  the  same  time,  among  a  wealth  of  great  names,  a  fine  rug  like 
the  prayer  mat  No.  97  (ibid.  PL  44)  from  the  hinterland  of  Smyrna,  its 
design  lost  in  antiquity,  can  no  longer  be  assigned  to  a  narrow  district, 
though  it  offers  a  maturer  art  than  the  most  specialized  productions  of 
the  modern  Anatolian  looms. 

The  most  remarkable  pieces,  however,  are  undoubtedly  the  two  extra- 
ordinary silk  velvet  rugs  of  the  period  of  Shah  Abbas  (1586-1628),  victor 
of  Herat  and  Bassora, — the  one  of  simple  and  proportioned  art,  the 
other  lavish  with  the  delicately  rendered  nosegays  of  the  Persian  Golden 
Age  of  design;  for  such  are  hardly  to  be  found  nowadays  in  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  world. 

Among  the  curiosities  of  the  collection,  which,  to  paraphrase  Quintilian, 
'abounds  in  delightful  follies,'  are  a  Persian  betrothal  rug  with  a  picture 
of  two  lovers,  a  remarkable  Gulistan  raised  rug  with  a  gold-enriched 
ground,  a  Sehna  christened  "Huzureh  Shah'aneh"  from  its  unusual 
presentment  of  a  court  drawing-room,  and  a  rare  Oushak  family  prayer 
carpet  of  the  eighteenth  century  with  four  mihrabs  (Jacoby,  PL  35). 
The  majority  of  the  prayer  rugs  have  been  gathered  by  Mr.  Frederick 


Ayer,  of  Bangor,  Maine,  over  a  space  of  thirty-five  years,  in  a  pursuit 
which  has  made  this  connoisseur  widely  known  for  his  eclectic  taste. 

With  Chinese  rugs  from  the  late  Ming  period  and  the  reign  of  Ch'ien-lung, 
Samarkands  and  Bokharas,  the  whole  of  old  carpet-weaving  Asia  is 
represented,  with  the  exception  only  of  India,  Cinderella  of  the  industry. 
Flowers,  birds,  animals,  men  and  women,  houses,  gardens,  the  sun  and 
moon,  sacred  symbolism — from  the  Chinese  pi  figures  to  the  Persian 
Koran  writings, — the  pomegranate  of  fertility  and  the  vine  of  Khay'yam, 
are  strewn  in  reckless  beauty  over  the  surfaces  of  fabrics  too  fine  to  be 
trodden  under  the  feet  of  an  age  of  lesser  craftsmen.
